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Nixon Denies Jaworski Request 


Commissioners Push Measure . . . 
County Civil Service Bill 
Draws Strong Opposition

A bill which would establish a 
civil service sy stem for Lan­ 
caster County drew strong op­ 
position Thursday night as some 
250 county employ es and of­ 
ficials jammed the Legislative 
chambers for a hearing on LB995 
before the Government. Military 
and Veterans' Affairs Com­ 
mittee. 


The bill, intro duced by the 
co mmittee fo r I>a nca ster Co unty 
co mmissio ners, seeks to es­ 
ta blish a civ il serv ice sy stem fo r 
l.a nca ster Co unty emplo y es. 


When Lancaster County Com­ 
m is sio ne r Ja n G a uge r in 
ex plaining the provisions of the 
bill and why the county board is 


seeking passage of the legislation 
said that the majority of county 
employ es favored the proposal, a 
strong cry of denial was heard 
from all parts of the chamber. 
“This is a good bill for the 
employ es and the tax pay ers,” 
Mrs. Gauger said.

The m oney w ould fund 
average salarv increases of about 
9 .4 G. 
Included in the $5 million hike 
is about $2.1 million in state tax 
funds. 
The salary policy , which will 
be s ub m itte d to th e full 
Legislature for its approval, was 
agreed to upon the suggestion of 
Sen. Richard Marvel of Hastings, 
c o m m itte e 
c h a irm a n 
and 
Republican gubernatorial can­ 
didate. 
The committee met for nearly 
two hours to thrash out a deci­ 
sion. At one point, on a divided 
\ole, the senators agreed to a 
more limited policy , but then un­ 
animously reached agreement 
on Marvel’s alternative proposal. 


The salary plan would give all 
state employ es a 5"7 boost plus 
$300 for the y ear. Salary budgets 
for state agencies would be in­ 
creased another one-half percent 
for merit pay increases 


The 5^r hike represents one 
step's advancement in the state 
pay plan. The $300 is designed to 
help state employ es try to keep 
pace with soaring inflationary in­ 
creases in the cost-of-living. 


Ex on had proposed a 5^r pay 
hike for all state employ es plus a 
IGG increase in agency salary 
budgets for merit pay boosts. 


Two com m ittee 
members. 
Sena. Dave Stahmer of Omaha 
and Ramey Whitney of Chappell, 
had earlier proposed a 57r hike 
plus $240 for all emploves. a plan 
which had been tentatively en­ 
dorsed by the governor. 
That alternative would have 
represented a total pay increase 
averaging 8 ’z'^f. 


Thursday ’s committee deci­ 
sion could produce political 
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backfire. Ex on and Marvel are 
the likely major party guber­ 
natorial nominees who will clash 
head-on in th e N ovem ber 
general election. 


According to figures supplic'd 
by the legislative fiscal analy st’s 
office, the com m ittee plan 
would increase all-funds salary 
spending from a 1973-74 base of 
approx imately $170 million to 
$185.9 million 
Ex on's salarv plan would have 
cost $181,050,000. 
The salary budget increase of 
nearly $16 million over current 
fiscal y ear ex penditures is 
divided into three increments; 
—the 5% pay hike for all 
employ es. $8.5 million. 
—the $300 salary boost for all 
employ es. $6 6 million. 
—the one-half percent in­ 
crease in salary budgets to fund 
m erit pay hikes. $850,000. 


the amendments proposed by all 
factions including the county 
employ es and elected officials. 
Douglas Curry , Lincoln at­ 
torney representing the Lan­ 
c a s te r C o unty E m p lo y e s 
Association, asked that the plan 
be assigned to an interim study 
committee and no action be 
taken on the proposal at this ses­ 
sion of the Legislature. 
He presented a petitio n with 
.3 03 sig na tures o f emplo y es o p­ 
po sing the bill a nd a request tha t 
tho se in o ppo sitio n who were in 
the cha mbers sta nd sho wed tha t 
a bo ut three-fo urths o f the mo re 
tha n 2 50 emplo y es present were 
o ppo sed to 1 ..B9 9 5. 
Curry said that figures he was 
able to obtain Thursday in­ 
dicated that there are 827 full­ 
time county employ es with ap­ 
prox imately 334 who are not now 
covered by a merit plan of some 
ty pe. 
“We feel that public employ ­ 
ment should be taken out of the 
political arena,” Curry said, 
noting that the county employ es 
feel th a t th e p roposal as 
presented puts the sy stem in the 
political arena subjecting the 
county employ es to change in a 
personnel plan every tim e the 
composition of the county board 
changes since it “has the say on 
every thing but on appeals.” 
Linco ln a tto rney Ha l Ba uer, 
representing the elected o fficia ls 
o ther tha n the co unty bo a rd, 
testified tha t the 10 elected o f­ 
ficia ls do no t o ppo se the co ncept 
o r principa l o f a perso nnel pla n 
but o bject to this pla n which is a 
"po wer pla y .” 
“We feel that the county com­ 
missioners are try ing to take it 
over and the employ es and 
elected officials don’t like it,” he 
said, req uesting that the county 
employ es and officials be given 
some time to work on the plan 
locally . 
Bauer also made reference to 
the agreement made between 
the county board members and 
elected officials that neither side 
would 
have

troduced during the current ses­ 
sion until some workable agree­ 
ment on a plan could be worked 
out between the two groups.

The commissioners said their 
position was that in order to op­ 
pose LB630 they felt they had to 
have something concrete such as 
LB995 to present as an alter­ 
native. 
Mrs. Nokes Sentenced 
To Five Years In Prison 


McCOOK. Neb (AP) - Fol­ 
lowing 
testim ony 
from 
two 
character witnesses and an im­ 
passioned speech by the prose­ 
cution. Ena Nokes was sen­ 
tenced Thursday to five y ears 
imprisonment on charges re­ 
lated to the September murders 
of a rural Culbertson couple. 
Mrs 
Nokes. 43. had earlier 
pleaded no contest to two counts 
of illegally disposing of bodies in 
connection with the dism ember­ 
ment slay ings of Edwin and 
Wilma Hoy t. 
Before a packed court room. 
Red Willow County District 
Court Judge Jack Hendrix sen­ 
tenced her to three y ears im­ 
prisonment on the charge relat­ 
ing to Mrs, Hoy t's death, and 
two y ears imprisonment on the 
charge relating to her husband. 
The terms will be served con­ 
secutively . 


Her attorney . Dick Hove of 
K earney , said the sentence 
would be appealed. She re­ 
mained free on bond. 
Her husband, Harold, pleaded 
guilty Jan 10 to one charge of 
first degree m urder and one 
charge of second degree m urder 
in the deaths. He is scheduled 
for sentencing Feb. 28 
A statement was taken from 
Harold Nokes Thursday m orn­ 
ing. sources said, concerning his 
wife's case. 
Nokes. 45, confessed that he 
shot and killed the Hoy ts Sept. 
23, then cut up their bodies and 
dumped them into Harrv’ Strunk 
Lake. 
Nokes said the shooting oc­ 
curred following an ai'gument 
with the Hoy ts that centered on 
their 30-y ear-old daughter, Kay 
Hein 
McCook School Superinten- 
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dent Harold Bennitt, in whose 
office Mrs. Nokes worked, testi­ 
fied that she was a good worker 
and got along well with other 
employ es. Similar testimony was 
offered by Mrs. Ruth Leopold, 
who w as M rs. N o k es’ im ­ 
mediate supervisor. 
Both witnesses described Mrs. 
Nokes as having an even dispos- 
tion and a good work record. 
Frontier County Atty . Fred 
Schroeder called no witness and 
offered no opening statement. 


However, in a closing argu­ 
ment he said Mrs. Nokes was 
“not being sentenced on her 
work record” With his voice 
waivering occasionally , Schroe­ 
der said she had been part of 
“one of the most horrible crimes 
of the decade.” 


Judge Hendrix said he had 
received a “very lengthy and 
com plete” 
report 
based 
on 
presentence investigation, and 
based his decision on all the fac­ 
tors presented. 
He noted the court had re­ 
ceived more than 150 letters 
from relatives and friends of 
Mrs. Nokes. He also noted her 
crime involved, in part, loy alty 
to her husband, but said that 
while she had cooperated with 
probation officials, it was her 
husband who finally gave a state­ 
ment that broke the case.

Saxbe Rouses 
Ire Of Hearst 


BERKELEY. Calif. (AP) - 
The father of Patricia Hearst 
denounced 
as “ dam n 
near 
irresponsible” a comment by At­ 
ty . Gen William Sax be Thursday 
that if authorities located the 
kidnaped newspaper heiress, 
“they ’d go get her.” 
Less than an hour later, Sax be 
issued a “clarify ing” statem ent 
backing the FBI’s handling of 
the case and declared he would 
not want agents to take any ac­ 
tion that would endanger the 
y oung victim ’s life. 
“To make a statem ent that 
y ou’re going to bust in and shoot 
the place up from Washington I 
think is damn near irrespon­ 
sible.” Randolph A. Hearst told 
new sm en at his h o m e in 
Hillsborough, 15 miles south of 
San Francisco. 
“In the first place, they don’t 
know where she is. In the second 
place, a statem ent like that is an 
antagonistic one that I don't 
think has any place in the 
negotiations we’re try ing to con­ 
duct out here,” said Hearst, 
president and editor of the San 
Francisco Ex aminer and chair­ 
man of the Hearst Corp. 
The FBI also took issue with 
Sax be’s original statem ent that 
authorities would be derelict in 
their duty if they learned where 
Miss Hearst was being held and 
didn’t attem pt to rescue her. 
“I would love nothing better 
(than to be able to rescue the 
girl),” 
said C harles B ates, 
special agent in charge of the 
FBI's San Francisco office. “ But 


we re not going to if there's a 
chance it will get her hurt” 
Hearst also rejected Sax be's 
suggestion that the family should 
not agree to a multimillion- 
dollar food giveaway demanded 
by the Sy mbionese Liberation 
.Army , the underground terrorist 
group that abducted the 19-y ear- 
old college sophomore 11 day s 
ago from her apartm ent here 
“Mr. Sax be is not the father of 
P atric ia,” H earst said 
“ I'm 
going to do what I can to get her 
out.” 
The SLA has demanded that 
the Hearst family provide $70 
worth of free food for every 
needy Californian as a first step 
toward negotiating Miss Hearst s 
release. Hearst said Wednesday 
he could not possibly meet the 
demand — estimated by state of­ 
ficials to cost as much as $400 
million — but prom ised to 
develop some sort of food dis­ 
tribution plan 
At a morning news conference 
in Washington. Sax be said he 
believed federal auth o rities 
could identify most of the kid­ 
napers. He later amended that 
statement also, say ing. “ I have 
no certain knowledge there are 
suspects identified in connection 
with this matter . . . ” 
He did not, however, make 
reference to his earlier comment 
that he did not think the Hearst 
family should comply with the 
te r r o r is ts ’ d e m a nd s and a 
spokesman said 
the attorney 
general would have nothing 
further to say on the subject

Prosecutor: Act 
To Inhibit Probe

.laworski said White House 
lawy er .lames I). .St. (lair, "ac­ 
ting at the direction of the 
P resident,” had adsised the 
prosecutor’s offi<’e Wednesday 
nigh t th a t no m o re such 
evidence would be forthcoming. 


He did not say whether he 
would now seek to subpoena the 
desired materials’ — an action 
that would likely trigger a court 
battle that could drag on for 
months 
.laworski 
promptly 
notified 
the Senate Judiciary Committee 
of Nix on’s refusal to cooperate, 
as he had promised last fall to do 
should the White House erect 
any obstacles in the path of his 
investigation 
‘.Necessary For Trials' 
In a four-page letter to Com­ 
m ittee (’hairm an Jam es 0 . 
Eastland, D-Miss.. Jaworski said 
he will be able to obtain major 
new Watergate indictments — 
ex pected before the end of this 
month — without the White 
House material. But he added 
th a t the inform ation being 
withheld “may contain evidence 
necessary for any future trials " 
Peter M Stockett Jr.. chief 
counsel and staff director for the 
c o m m itte e , sa id “ i t 's a 
possibiUty ” that the committee 
would reopen public hearings 
into the matter. 
R e fe rring 
to 
E a s tla nd . 
Stockett said “ he wants to 
analy se w’hat Jaworski said 
before making any decision or 
co m m ent.” But. he added, 
“aside from holding hearings. I 
don’t know what we could do." 


In the letter, Jaworski out­ 
lined the information he had 
been seeking. He said it per­ 
tained to the Watergate break-in 


and (o\er-up, contributions to 
Nix on’s 1972 campaign by the 
dairy industry , and the so-called 
“ plumbers” unit.

Nix on will do if Jaworski dc*ndc*s 
to >ue tor the additional tape:

without delay ” 
Constitution Cited 
Jaworski said the White House 
refused further accc\ss to tapes 
and chK’uments “asserting that 
to do .so would be inconsistent 
with the public interest and the 
constitutional integrity of the of­ 
fice of the presidency ” 
The spt'cial prosec'Utor said he 
met with St Clair Feb. 8. in an 
effort to resolve the impasse and 
promised he would seek no more 
tapes or docum ents if his 
req uests were granted. “This 
w as 
in 
re s p o ns e to th e 
President’s concern that there 
would bt> an endless streat of 
req uests.” he said. 


But, he said, St. Clair’s letter 
said the President refused to 
reconsider his earlier decision 
not to cooperate, at least with 
regard to producing any tape 
recordings oI presidential con­ 
versations. 


•.Accordingly ,” he .said, “ it is 
clear that evidence I deem 
material to our investigations 
will not b<‘ forthcoming ' 


In his investigation into the 
break-in and cover-up. Jaworski 
said th e W hite House has 
refused to honor req uests for 27 
tapes of specified presidential 
meetings and c’onvensations 


President Wants 
Secrecy Assured 


W.ASHINGTON (APi - The 
White House wants assurances 
that material turned over to the 
House Judiciary Committee for 
its impeachment investigation 
will b(‘ kept confidential before 
responding to req uests for White 
House documents, a com mittee 
spokesman said Thursday . 
John M. Dcjar, spec ial counsel 
for the committee, said protec­ 
tion of the material appears to 
be the major concern of the 
White House in determining to 
what ex tent it will cooperate 
with the committee. 
Doar said at a news con- 
verence he gained this impres­ 
sion at a meeting Monday with 
.lames I). St 
Clair, President 
N ix o n’s law y er, w hich he 
described as “friendly and cor­ 
dial” 
“I didn t come out of the 
meeting with any doubts about 
White House cooperation.” Doar

derwent a 44-minute major operation 
Thursday night for removal of a benign 
ovarian cy st, hospital officials said. 
Doctors at Indiana University Medical 
Center removed the cy st from the 25- 
y ear-old daughter of President Nix on and 
stopped the internal bleeding which had 
caused the operation, a spokesman said. 
“ Although Julie is ex periencing some 
postoperative discomfort and pain, she is 
awake and her doctors consider her con­ 
dition satisfactory ,” hospital spokesman 
Han:-Gil J. Ullmann said. 
He said she would remain in the 
hospital for a week to 10 davs. 


Mrs. Eisenhower was wheeled into sur­ 
gery at 5:30 p.m. EST, three hours after 
she was taken to the hospital with severe 
abdominal pains. The internal bleeding 
from the ovarian cy st was diagnosed and 
surgery ordered. 


She came out of surgery about 6:15 
p m. EST and was joined shortly 
thereafter by her mother, Mrs Richard 
Nix on, and her husband David They had 
rush ed 
to 
Indianapolis 
from 
Key 
Biscay ne, Fla., and Washington, DC., 
respectively . 
P re sid e nt N ix on and his o ld er 
daughter. Tricia Cox , sat anx iously at the 
family ’s Key Biscay ne home awaiting 
word of the surgery to correct the 
problem which White House officials said 
was serious in medical terms. There were 
no immediate plans for the President to 
visit the hospital, officials said.

Favors 
Urges Banning 
From Lobbyists

Sen Stove Fowler of Lincoln 
Thursday said it would be an act 
of good faith for the I^islature 
to outlaw free meals and lodging 
from being given to state 
senators by lobbyists for public 
bodies 


The issues of lobbyists and 
senators’ salaries have been 
caught up in a “ vicious circle,’’ 
Fowler told the legislature’s 
iiovemment (ommittee. The 
voters have turned down con­ 
stitutional amendments to raise 
senator’s salaries from $4,800 
per year, he said, partly because 
they think lobbyists are paying 
senators’ expenses. 


In turn, he said senators are 
more likely to accept lobbyists' 
favors when the voters deny 
them an adequate wage. 
As a result, he said, “The 
public and the Legislature are at 
a stand-off" LB776. Fowler's 
“ act of good faith," prohibits 
lobbyists representing groups 
that receive public funds from 
paying for food, drink, housing 
or entertainment of any public 
officials 


Welcome Ban 
The lone person to testify on 
LH776, Fowler said lobbyists for 


public bodies would welcome 
the ban 
Lobbyists for public 
bodies, he said, currently “ feel 
an obligation" to wine and dine 
senators in order to be effective 
on behalf of the public bodies 


Fowler, who said he has been 
the guest of lobbyists on occa­ 
sion and has accepted football 
tickets from the I ’niverslty of 
Nebraska, said his proposal 
w ould not put public b<^ies at a 
disadvantage in getting laws they 
want passed. 


“Senators will stay informed." 
he said “ Associating with lob­ 
byists does not make a senator 
good Tbe social circle of lob­ 
byists keeps the senator oc­ 
cupied but not educated ' 
Fowler said Sen 
Ernest 
(’hambers of Omaha is a good 
example of a legislator who has 
stayed 
informed without 
associating with lobbyists 
Wording Questioned 
Several government com­ 
mittee members, particularly 
Sen John DeCamp of Neligh. 
faulted the bill on technical 
grounds for being vague, unen­ 
forceable and unduly restrictive 


Action on the bill was deferred 
until a later meeting 


During the hearing on another 
bill (LBIOOfb. which would allow 


registered independents to pick 
the partisan ballot of their 
choice in the primary. Sen. 
Ernest (liambers, the sponsor, 
said existing election law disen­ 
franchises the IW.OOO indepen­ 
dent voters In Nebraska.

Whereas the cost of living has 
increased 8 4 - in the past year, 
the cost of food has jumped 
19 6 (. he said Low income per­ 
sons spend a larger percentage 
of their earnings on food 
Efficiency Lost 
Some state employes now 
“ have to moonlight to earn a de­ 


cent living. " Fowler told the 
committee 
And low salaries 
result in a high turnover rate 
which costs the state in terms of 
efficiency, he said 


Sen. Harold Simpson of Un- 
coin voiced support for the bill. 
He knows of some state 
employes who qualify for public 
welfare payments for aid to 
dependent children, Simpson 
said. 


Linville Prall. executive 
secretary of the Nebraska 
Association of Public Employes, 
said the base minimum salary 
for state employes under the pay 
plan is $3.936 a year 
That is $328 a month, only one 
dollar a month more than the 
mnimum salary prior to im­ 
plementation of the pay plan last 
July. Prall said 


The state’s emploe turnover 
rate for fiscal 1973 was 461. he 
said It was 27 - during the first 
six months of fiscal 1974 


“Such an excessive turnover in 
state personnel is an indicator 
that something is wrong in state

As hearings by the Legislature’s Appropriations C'om- 
mittee progress, one gets the feeling that the chickens are 
coming home to roost 
the chickens of past neglect This 
week, spokesmen for the I'niversity ot Nebraska and its 
three campuses emphasized the serious ntH‘ds of that institu­ 
tion as opposed to budget recommendations of the 
legislative fiscal analyst 
In the areas of academic programs, tac ultv salaries, ad­ 
ministrative costs and agricultural pursuits, it was a litany nt 
urgent needs. For at least two vears now, the universitv has 
been dealt with harshly from an appropriations point ot 
V iew. 
It has been two years of try ing to rtretch a dollar to do 
the work of two. with the value of that dollar constantly 
declining It has been a time of ( utting hack and of .scrimping 
and saving to make ends meet It has been a time of false 
economy and we are closer and closer to paying the ultimate 
price for this 


★ 
There is in the testimony of universitv officials a sense 
of urgency that ought to alarm the people of .Nebraska VVe 
believe university officials are telling us that the wolf is not 
only in our midst, but that half the flock has been devourcnf 
I ’nfortunately. not even a decision by state .senators to 
hike the .sales and income taxes to their previous levels 
would really solve the problem. That would he considered a 
progressive action by the Legislature but would still leave 
many departments of state government near th(> door of 
.starvation 
Higher education is just one area where the dollar pinch 
of the past is getting tighter and tighter, and in the category 
of higher education, we intend to include the four state 
colleges. Welfare, natural resources and institutions arc 
others that can quickly he mentioned. 


★ 
In the category of institutions is the Nebraska Home for 
i'hildren. In the many-stepped budget process, the budget 
for this operation has been cut nearly half a million dollars, a 
lot of dough when it constitutes some 25 to 30 ^ of the total. 
Oddly enough, here is a state program that has never 
really had a champion in the Legislature There are cham­ 
pions for penal reform and law-enforcement but none where 
It really counts the most 
The Home for Children operates in the spawning bed of 
crime, where human misfortune tends to turn young people 
into permanent misfits. It takes disadvantaged children in 
their formative years and tries to correct the often over­ 
powering environmental adversity that has afflicted them. 
The youthful outcasts of soc iety are placed in the care of 
this home but few people seem to give a hang about it We 
still appropriate funds for this operation at a level which 
results in a high turnover of supervisory and administrative 
personnel 


★ 
Believe it or not. we appropriate at a level that means 
such an inadequacy of staff and facilities that young people 
in nwd are even turned away from this last hope These are 
youngsters who come directly or indirectly from a family 
.situation that has warped their personalities 
Many are without any social or moral values, without 
any pride and without any real understanding or apprecia­ 
tion of the world in which they live. They desperately need 
help if they are to become productive human beings rather 
than a burden to society and a lost potential. 
.And yet. the home must practically beg even to get 
enough funds just to keep it operating. If there is a state 
senator looking for a cause, he or she need look no further 
than the Home for ('hildren Rather than cutting half a 
million from the home's budget, an extra half million should 
be added to it

We Have Met The Enemy 


Some Consistency, Please 


Knergy chief William Simon probably wishes 
that everybody in the administration would put 
Iheir heaiis together and get the .storv right Either 
the American people are in for a pretty rough time 
of It for awhile to come, and thus should take this 
fuel shortage thing seriously, or government 
leaders should start singing a different tune, from 
the President on down the line 


Simon has been quoted as .saying one of his 
bigg(*st problems has been to make people believe 
th(’r(’ IS an energy crisis. The President has ad­ 
dressed the nation a number of times on the energy 
crisis and in his last message devoted entirely to 
that subject, he emphasized that the crisis is 
"real." that the people should believe that it is and 
be prepared to .sacrifice for months and perhaps 
years to come 


The President, however, has a weakness for 
making things .sound better or worse than they real­ 
ly are. depending on his political needs at the time. 
For example, in his State of the Union speech. 
Nixon said — as if he could wave his hand to stop it 
— that there would be no recession in the United 
States this year Hopefully there will not be. but on 


that count much depends on the handling of the 
energy problem and its ramifications In the same 
speech. Nixon gave people reason to hope that the 
Arabs would lift the oil embargo before March 4 
and his premature announcement is now seen as an 
obstacle blocking that very accomplishment 


And on top of that, budget director Roy L Ash 
said on several oi'casions this week that although 
some problems would remain, the energy crisis 
would be over this year 
Ash's forecast prompted Simon, who does not 
think It will be over this year, to say that "perhaps I 
should call a press briefing on the budget or maybe 
I should ask Mr Ash to keep his cotton pickin' 
hands off energy policy." Simon's office said he did 
not mind other administration officials talking 
about energy problems, but he did wish that there 
could be some consistency in what is being said. 


The American people would appreciate that, 
too With promises of no recession and an early lif­ 
ting of the oil embargo and an end to the crisis this 
year on the one hand, and gloomy warnings about 
tightening the belt and sacrificing on the other, it is 
little wonder that people tend to lie confused about 
the extent and scope of the energy problem. 


The Soviet decision to banish 
writer Alexander Solzhenitsyn 
may seem a bit crude and in­ 
humane to those of us in the 
West who think ourselves 
enlightened and egalitarian 


But before we become too 
arrogant about it, we probably 
ought to do some national soul- 
searching of our own. The 
American track record on treat­ 
ment of intellectual dissidence 
hasn’t been ideal, either. 


This 
IS not to suggest that 
American attitudes toward 
minority outcries match Soviet 
handling of similar dissent We 
aren't competing with that kind 
of totalitarianism 
But against our own ideals, 
perhaps we don't fare all that 
well either 
American 
artists, 
scientists 
and intellectuals who've raised 
their voices in opposition to 
majority opinion, or against 
those in power, haven't exactly 
been welcomed as national 
heroes 


In the West, Andrei Sakharov 
may be considered a hero when 
he defends Solzhenitsyn as the 
“ conscience of humanity" and 
calls the writer’s arrest “ an in­ 
sult to the whole world.” 


But I wonder if Sakharov, had 
he been father of the American 
H-bomb rather than the Soviet 
version, would be praised with 
similar enthusiasm for defen­ 
ding Daniel Ellsberg and 
/\nthony Russo 
They were tried, we ought to 
remember, for breaking laws to 
expose some American dirty 
linen 
Our government hardly 
considered them worthy of 
national praise. 


Solzhenitsyn, whose latest 
hook exposed some of the un­ 
enlightened aspects of Soviet 
history, also refused to obey 
Soviet law. 


The West was appalled at his 


arrest 
and I suspect relieved 
at the Soviet decision to deport 
rather than try him

In our own recent history, 
we've had a tendency to look 
down on those whose voices 
were raised m protest of some 
aspects of American life 


The kids who took to the 
streets in the late ’60s and early 
’70s were branded as “ effete 
snobs" by official voices in our 
land. 


Blacks who had stormed 
lunch counters and buses earlier 
were rarely defended The kind 
of adjectives that were used to 
describe Martin Luther King 
certainly could have been 
reprinted in the controlled press 
of totalitarian states and not 
looked much different than the 
language wc find disgusting 
from our vantage point 
thou.sands of miles away 
More recently, many of us 
turned thumbs down on 
youngsters who fled to Canada 
rather than obey laws they 
believed flew in the face of basic 
human values 


And within the past year or so. 
w e’ve seen less than an 
enthusiastic 
response, 
par­ 
ticularly from the highest offices 
in the land, for the writers who 
filled pages in the New York 
Times and the Washington Post 
with their stories on crimes 
against the .American con­ 
science. 


Only this week. President 
Nixon again was lashing the Post 
for printing 
"irresponsible” 
news, apparently on 
the 
Watergate affair 
There’s been an attitude, in 
the Nixon White House, that the 
crimes of his administration 
really were the tault of the press 
for reporting them, not really for 
the adm inistration 
that 
perpetrated them 
Is that much different than the 


official Soviet attitude, which 
seeks to blame Solzhenitsyn for 
exposing national evil, while 
those of us far from Russian 
shores believe the blame rests 
with the people responsible for 
the acts and not with the man 
who has wTiften about them'’ 
If it is. it seems to me. it's 
more a difference of degree than 
of substance 


The crimes of Russian terror 
may be far worse in terms of the 
horror of personal agony in­ 
volved. But attempts to subvert 
the U.S. Constitution, or to 
ignore law from the nation’s 
highest offices, has led to a good 
deal of national agony in 
America too. 


The great fear is that we may 
bt' moving t(M) close to some 
aspects of the other model The 
Soviets have a Constitution that 
l(M)ks good on paper t(M> 


☆ ☆ ☆ 


1 11 admit that such sentiment 
may smack a bit of over­ 
simplification. or pi'rhaps of un­ 
fairness in the details of the 
comparison 


But I still believe it’s enor­ 
mously useful to turn our atten­ 
tion to ourselves when we find 
sins abroad that we abhor. 


There's an interesting 
theological philosophy that 
suggests man ought to withhold 
judgment of the brother who 
offends him 


It suggests, as an alternative, 
set'king the same fault himself 
and asking forgiveness for his 
own sin. rather than imposing 
judgment on the sin of his fellow 
man 


It’s a hit of a glass house 
philosophy, obviously, but it's 
certainly as useful in a national 
sense as it is in a personal one.

The Hearst Kidnapping 


One has to sympathize with the ordeal ot 
Patricia Hearst and her family. The agonizing over 
the impossible demands conditioning her release 
which her family is now suffering, as rich and 
powerful as it is. has to touch any person who at­ 
taches value to life 
The ends that the Symbionese Liberation Ar­ 
my. the kidnappers, claim — food and a better life 
for the poor — could be appreciated under most 
any other circumstance But not when ruthless 
terror is the means. 
Many of those who would benefit from the 
SLA's extortion — California’s poor and their 
spokesmen — have rejected totally the terrorists’ 
methods and have said they would not accept food 


paid for by "blood monev." Manv of the poor have 
contributed much more than they probably can af­ 
ford to the million dollar-plus amount that has 
voluntarily been donated to the family to help meet 
the SLA’s original demand. 
Randolph Hearst has said he cannot possibly 
comply with the SLA’s proposed and massive food 
distribution program; that he will have to think of 
anothe»’ way to negotiate his daughter's release. 
Meanwhile, her life hangs in the balance. 
If there is anything comforting in this affair, it 
is the thought that poverty has not dehumanized 
those thousands and thousands ot people who are 
sickened by the kidnapping and extortion, and who 
don't want to profit from the fruits of terror 


Solzhenitsyn Arrest 


Lincoln. Neb 
On Tuesday. Feb. 12. the news 
services reported that Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn, the dis.sident Rus­ 
sian author, had been arrested. 
Plainclothesmen and uniformed 
police surrounded his Moscow 
apartment building, found 
newsmen present and withdrew, 
only to return several hours later 
to make the arrest unobserved 
There was no word as to the 
author’s safety. 
Nobel prize-winner Solzhenit­ 
syn is known for his works, 
"Cancer Ward,” “ Full Circle.” 
“ One Day in the Life of Ivan 
Denisovich,” and recently, "The 
Gulag Archipelago.” Fears that 
the ^ viet state would retaliate 
forcibly because of his latest 
writings on the labor camp 
system now seem confirmed.

WASHINGTON - The theory 
of relativity has caught up with 
the U S 
dollar 
For years. 
Americans observed with 
.imused detachment the erratic 
perlormances of the French 
franc and the British pound 
sterling The dollar, after all. 
was good as gold — mainly 
because there was plenty of 
.American-owned gold to back it 


That era came to an official 
end two years ago. At a meeting 
in Washington, D.C.. in 
December, 1971, the non­ 
communist world’s monev 
managers decided to devalue the 
dollar by almost 8D to help 
stem a massive capital outflow 
from the United States. It was a 
traumatic moment for a countrv 
long accustomed to being No. 1 
in the world currency league. 


U S trade deficits and infla­ 
tion continued to mount, 
however, and a second devalua­ 
tion — this time of 10' 
— was 
announced on Feb 12. 1973 But 
that didn't do the trick, either 
Despite earlier disavowals of 
such action. Treasury Secretary 
George P Shultz and F'ederal 
Reserve Board Chairman Arthur 
F Burns announced in July that 
the United States had intervened 
in New York foreign exchange 
markets to shore up the dollar's 
value and that "active interven­ 
tion” would continue “ at 
whatever time and in whatever 
amounts are appropriate for 
maintaining orderly market con­ 
ditions"

Order Or Isolation 


WASHINGTON - The United 
States has now placed before the 
other major industrial nations of 
the world both a generous offer 
and a clear warning. 
The offer is to share America's 
advanced technology in a com­ 
mon effort to solve the world 
energy crisis, and the warning — 
directed primarily at PTance — 
IS that isolationist or go-it-alone 
policies in the energy field will 
affect 
America's 
military 
guarantees and may lead to 
economic chaos and general in­ 
security. 


"We can have no real security 
in the world." President Nixon 
told the leaders of the major in­ 
dustrial countries, "unless we 
are all secure and unless we all 
cooperate . . . If each of the 
nations goes off on its own or 
goes into business for itself, the 
inevitable effect will be this; It 
will drive the price of energy up. 


It 
will drive our economies 
down, and it will drive all of us 
apart . . . " 


The President made clear that 
the other nations could not 
expect the cooperation of the 
United States in one field if they 
refused to cooperated with the 
United States in other fields 


"Security and economic con­ 
siderations are inevitably linked 
and energy cannot be separated 
from either 
. " h e insisted In 
short, world security, world 
trade, a reliable world monetary 
system and a fair distribution of 
energy were all interconnected 
and inseparable. 


He didn’t go so far as to say to 
the allies that their isolation 
could revive American isolation­ 
ism and the withdrawal of 
American troops from Europe, 
but he clearly implied it and im­ 
plored the leaders not to put 
their short-term interests ahead 
of creating a cooperative world 
order. 


☆ 'sV ☆ 
It is interesting that Nixon 
took the internationalist line 
during the oil conference. He is 
in great political trouble here 
now and he could easily have 
diverted attention from his dif­ 
ficulties by appealing to 
isolationist sentiment in the 
United States instead of op­ 
posing it. 
The fuel shortage has already 
created a mood of irritation in 
this country, and the isolationist 
impulse, as the European 
leaders know, is never far 
below the surface. Also, after 
Vietnam, the troubles in the 
Middle P^ ast, 
the disenchant­ 
ment with 
“ detente,” the 
devaluation of the dollar, and 
the rising cost of living, the 
po.ssibilities for blaming all this 
on other nations are obvious. 
The danger in France’s go-it- 
alone policy is not that it might 
be unpopular in the United 
States, but that it might be very 
popular — an excuse for turning 
the United States itself away 
from the expensive and intracti- 
ble dilemmas of foreign policy 
into the simpler nationalistic 
policies of the past. 


France, which has always had 


strong ties with the Arab world, 
and has just completed a $5 
billion deal with Iran which will 
undoubtedly assure her owp fuel 
supplies for a while, implied that 
the United States was trying to 
“ establish or impose a new 
world energy order” on the oil- 
producing states. 


This, Foreign Minister Michel 
Jobert suggested, “ would in­ 
evitably lead to a confrontation 
or a conflict with the producing 
countries, and maybe with all 
developing countries.” He had 
nothing to say about the fact that 
the oil-producing countries had 
already combined to reduce 
production, raise prices and 
deny fuel to nations whose 
Israeli policies they didn’t like. 
Nor did Jobert indicate how 
such a confrontation could come 
about, since the consuming 
states need the oil and the 
producing states don’t even need 
our money. 


A case could be made, and the 
Canadian foreign minister made 
it, that maybe this oil conference 
was called too soon, without 
adequate preparation, and 
without the oil producers, thus 
giving the appearance of a gang- 
up on the producers.

Still, the differences between 
the United States and France 
(and to a lesser extent with other 
European countries) are much 
deeper than the technicalities of 
the meeting. President Pom­ 
pidou, Foreign .Minister Jobert 
and other Gaullists still fear that 


the United States is trying to 
build a new Atlantic or 
worldwide political organization 
which would be dominated by 


American military, financial and 
industrial power. 
There are even suspicions in 
Paris that the United States 
would like to weaken or break 
up the European Common 
Market countries, now the 
largest trading unit in the world 
— so France wants the 
American military shield and 
cooperation in the defense of 
Europe but does not want to get 
too deeply involved with the 
United States in energy, 
monetary or trade questions. 


Secretary of State Kissinger 
laid out the American offer for 
cooperative efforts to conserve 
fuel, develop new sources of 
energy, energy-sharing, research 
and development, financial 
assistance to less developed 
countries and negotiations with 
the oil-producing nations. 


But it was left to the President 
to insist that cooperation had to 
be a two-way affair, and even to 
raise the specter of American 
isolation. This was not a popular 
theme with the visiting officials 
but as the President said, the 
major industrial nations have 
reached a point where they have 
to work together in all these 
inter-related fields or watch 
their relations break down into 
even worse disorder than now 
exists.

LSE UPSETS SPARTANS 
Knights Score 60-57 Win

Prep Sports Writer 
Lincoln Southeast manufac­ 
tured one of its biggest basket­ 
ball comebacks in recent years 
Thursday night at Pershing 
Auditorium. 


The Knights scored la straight 
points late in the third quarter to 
midway through the fourth 
quarter to upset third-ranked 
IJncoln Fiast, 60-57, before a 
sparse crowd of 2,400. 


“ Our kids were intense about 
defense We've emphasized it all 
week in practice 
They were 
determined to do it." Southeast 
coach 
W a lly 
Me Naught 
observed 
“ I haven't been any prouder of 
a club than th is." added 
M cNaught. 
"T h e re 's no 
technical aspect to point out 
They scrapped and scratched 
and used their wits to make it 
happen." 


A pressuring man-to-man 
defense shifted the momentum 
to Southeast. East, now 9-2, 


committed six turnovers in trips 
down the floor because of the 
defensive pressure. 


And the Knights were oppor­ 
tunists. capitalizing on most of 
the mistakes to transform a 51-!t8 
d eficit w ith 58 seconds 
remaining in the third quarter 
into a 53-51 lead with 4 :37 left in 
the fourth period. 
Rick Reynolds, a 1973 all-city 
seledion. inflicted the major 
damage in Southeast's tur­ 
naround The 6-2 senior, aided 
by teammate Randy Cipriano s 
steal, scored a 3-point play with 
35 seconds left in the third 
quarter and added a 25-foot 
basket at the buzzer 


The efforts reduced East's 
margin to 51-43. Reynolds then 
opened the fourth quarter with a 
basket and Cipriano drilled 
home a 30-footer almost a 
minute later 


Fred Schmid followed with 
two free throws with 5:32 
remaining and 20 seconds later 
rebounded a rare Reynolds miss 


and scored to tie the contest at 
51-51. 


Cipriano. 
whose defensive 
quickness was a major factor in 
the Southeast flurry, then put 
the Knights ahead for the first 
time since the second quarter 
with another 30-foot shot with 
4 .77 remaining. 


East's 6-8 Curt Hedberg 
answered the challenge to force 
a 5.3-53 tie. but another clutch 
Reynolds' basket put Southeast 
ahead for good at 55-53. 


When Hedberg connected with 
.53 seconds remaining, F^ast 
closed within 58-56, A missed 
Cipriano free throw with 37 
seconds left gave the Spartans 
even more life and a chance to 
tie. 


But Mark Ahlquist missed the 
second end of a 2-shot foul with 
25 seconds left and Southeast 
still leading. 58-57. That paved 
the way for fireg Young's two 
free throws with four seconds 
left to ice Southeast's sixth win 


in 13 games, including six vic­ 
tories in its last seven outings 
The Knights placed four in 
tw in 
scoring figures 
in 
registering the upset. Reynolds 
played perhaps his best all- 
around game of the season in 
scoring a game-high 19 points 


Schmid added 15 points and 
Cipriano and Young, who 
replaced starter Gary Gilson, 
contributed 10 points apiece. 


Feast's scoring was segmented 
Hedberg finished with 15 points 
Ahlquist also notched 15. in­ 
cluding 12 in the third quarter 
when East looked as if it would 
pull away. 


Guard Jim Dennis scored 12 
points, including 10 in the se­ 
cond quarter when he canned his 
first five shots from long range 


“ We didn’t have the size to 
match up," acknowledged 
McNaught, “ but we used our 
wits. I told them to go out and 
play it like they would in the 
hack alleys ... to forget about 


technique and fight for their 
lives.” 


East coach Paul Forch was 
impressed with Southeast's 47 
per cent shooting, most of which 
was accomplished from long 
range 
"If they can shoot that well." 
he observed. 'T don't see why 
they can't play with anyone 
They'll be tough to beat with

C ip ria n o Praises N U Seniors

Nebraska basketball coach Joe Cipriano didn’t really have to pick 
two players to praise at Thursday’s press briefing. 


He wasn’t prodded by anyone. But he volunteered to cite the 
squad’s only two seniors, Tom Novak and Brendy Lee, for their ef­ 
forts which helped Nebraska almost defeat Colorado (65-64) at 
Boulder Tuesday night. 


"Novak couldn’t have played much better." Cipriano said. "And 
Lee went three for four and gave us good board play (eight rebounds) 
We’ve got to give these two a lot of credit. 
“ They know what's going on offensively and defensively." 
Cipriano continued. “ And that gives them something to work with. 
They've done a good job.” 


Cipriano praised Novak, a former Lincoln Northeast standout, for 
his leadership qualities and for running the Huskers’ offense. He was 
also cited for contributing to sophomore guard Jerry Fort’s efficiency 
in field goal shooting. 


“ Novak’s helped us in zones and he’s had a lot to do with helping 
Jerry Fort,” Cipriano said. “ He’s initiated our offense and anytime 
you do that you aren't going to be involved in as much offense 
yourself. But he and Brnedy have been unselfish this season.” 
Lee and Novak have both started all eight of the Huskers’ Big 
Eight Conference games. Novak is hitting at a 8.9 points-per-game 
clip in league action while Lee is at 7.8. 


Equally as important, they are N il’s two assist leaders. 
Lee, who hit 14 points including the winning basket in a 91-88 
triple-overtime win at the NU Coliseum last Tuesday over Iowa State, 
has 31 assists. He is also the NU rebounding leader with 69 (in league 
games). 


Novak, who is the team’s second-leading scorer with an 8,9 mark 
in league games, has 24 assists. 
Those qualities have emphasized the importance of seniors on 
this year’s squad — something that appeared rather remote in pre­ 
season assessments of the Huskers. After all, seven of the 15 Huskers 
were freshmen. 
Looking back on the Colorado Loss, Cipriano termed the perfor­ 
mance NU's best this season on the road — a place where Nebraska 
has won just one of 10 games this season. 


“ We’re playing more like we should be playing . . . our defense

has been more aggressive and our offense has been more patient,” he 
noted. But the noisier the crowd got (at CU) the more we started 
passing to the other team. But that’s our youngest players. I’m just 
glad they’re getting it out of their systems while they’re freshmen. 


“ We played pretty well out there, anytime you out-rebound peo­ 
ple on the road (43-32) and shoot 48 per cent, you've got to be feeling 
you're playing better," he added. 
But costly mistakes and errant passes eventually led to the 
Nebraska downfall. NU, after a brief weekend stay in the Big Eight’s 
first division, fell to fifth with a 3-5 league record 


Saturday it’s on to Missouri, where NU has lost the last six years. 
It’s a rematch of a game Nebraska won 75-58 last Saturday night at the 
NU Coliseum.

By The Associated Press 
Judges should go back to 
school to learn how to deal with 
errant y ouths. So should county 
attorney s, welfare and probation 
workers and defense attorney s 
who work with j u v en il e 
offenders. 


That’s the v iew of Scotts Bluff 
County Judge James Macken. 
He says training for judges in the 
area is scant and is almost non­ 
ex istent for persons in other 
agencies inv olv ed in juv enile 
court justice. 
Macken. past president of the 
defunct Nebraska Juv enile Court 
Judges Association, says a new, 
broader organization is needed 


to establish 
a program of 
ongoing education for judges 
and other persons interested in 
juv enile court justice. 
He says a plan to accomphsh 
this is under way . 
Macken says a cursory reading 
of the law apply ing to juv enile 
cases often does not suffice. 
He said recently an ll-y ear-old 
child was committed to a y outh 
dev elopment center for deten­ 
tion and almost immediately 
paroled He said the reason w-as 
that y oungsters under 12 cannot 
be committed unless they v iolate 
probation. 
“The judge who sentenced the 
y outh may not hav e realized 
that’s in the law,” .Macken said. 


“If the judge had known the in­ 
tricacies beneath the surface of 
the law. he could hav e done 
something about it immediately .
